The 
King defiring to fhew therein a Mai- 
{ter-peece of Worke: wherefore he 
demaunded the meafure and dimen- 
Gon of the Table. which was in the 
Temple of Hierufalem , and the or- 
naments of the fame. When he knew 
the meafure, heasked if they would 
yeceitie one more great. And being 
anfwered by fome of the Sacrificers 
and others ; if there were nothing 
might gue impediment thereby, one 
more great might bee put there. 
The 
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The King then replyed, that hee 
intended to gineone fiue times bigger 
then that was there , prouided that 
it might not bee difcommodions to 
the Sacrificers, bya difproportionall 
quantity... Further, the confiderati- 
on thereof ought not onely to bewith 
the receite and capacity ofthe place, 
but withmuch more Carethe Habi= 
tude fhould bee proper and agreeable 
with the Sacrifices theréon to bee 
Prepared , and that hee was not with. 
out confideration, that the Jewes had 
hot made tharchey thea hadlintheir 
Temple’ of fo {mal} quantity for po- 
verty and want of Gold for when tr 
was made, they abounded in all Opu- 
lency and Riches “but that it feemed 
tohim they had fo proportioned it 
by fone réafon ‘of perfecY Dimenti- 
on, 

Therefore ‘his aduiice’ Was » that 
thisgs would not bee welland dnely 
fabricated ,-ifthe Table hee intended 
to haue made, were more. long’ or 
high thenthe other.’ Therefare pro- 
tedting all in his Spirts which was 
cleare 
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cleare and prompt to iudicially weigh 
ofallthings : hee gaue in charge to 
the Gold-fmiths that were moft in- . 
genious and of beft {pirit to finifh and 
accomplifa the bufinefle, ingrauen 
and enriched with all variety pof- 
fible ; willing that thofe which 
fhould worke in the Borders, Ray- 
fings, Flowries, and Wreppings, En- 
tortilations, and fuch like ; fhould a- 
mufe themfelues onely for Beautify- 
ing and Deceration : and’ what was 
to bee playne, fhould anfwere to the 
Meafureand Dimention , and that in 
all thefethings they faould be exqui- 
fitely careful. 

This Table was 2. Cubits large,

The Tower 6f thefe Cups was girt 
with a{culpture of the flood of Afe~ 
ander , of the hight of a Cubite; all 
enuironed and enterlafed with diuer- 
fity of ftones of ineftimable beauty 
andefteeme.

Without the Temple, there was 
a vayle by which the Temple was | 
clofed; round this vayle was hanged 
traners from the magnificence of the 
Portals, yeelding avery pleafing {pe- 
Ctacle ; and Principally ‘then, whena 
little Wind rofe from the Pauement. 
and entring within the-vayle, running 
from low to high, making velatures 
and replies like Waues and mOOUINE _ 
delighcfilly with "puftes followirg — 
one the other, reciprocally ‘and’ fire~ 
céfline blowing. | 
Within the Temple there was an 
Altar accompanied with a Chimney, 
very Properly and conueniently built, 
acording to the place far the vidtimes 
there 
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thereto bee offered. The ftayresto 
afcend thereto faire and euenly dif- 
pefed, according with the Magnifi- 
cence of theplace,, both for comeli- 
neffe, as alfo for the eafe of the Sacri- 
ficators, who were innefted with 
Garments of Linnen moft fubtill and 
foft.

fants therefore are very careful] and 
diligen* in their Labours and Mena- 
sery , byreafon whereof in fach a 
multitude of People, the Regian is 
all 
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all planted with fruite Trees, abun- 
dant in Come and all forts of Grayne 
in all’ parts : The'Vineyards cloathed 
with Vines; anditisnot poflible to 
télithenamber of Palme-Trees , O- 
line-Trees , Figge-Trees,and belides 
paftaragé’for the rayfing ot’ Cattle, 
whichtheyinnumerably breed vp, fo 
as'they hane not onelya place; as it 
were, of choyfe to this’purpofe fo 
commodious, but alfo an  vinder- 
ftandinie care ftill to condition it fo 
for the maintaynance and _entertayne- 
ment of {6 great a mulcitude of peo- 
p'e; and they haue not better ppoin- 
ted this courfe for the Villages , but 
alfo that thereby they» might fully 
furnifh and beautifie “their Townes:

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toluftice. For the which canfe wee 


are feperated from other Nations : to 
the end wee bee not polluted with 
Sia by their frequentation and com-— 
pany. Formany people ofthe Gen- 
tiles are fullied with impiety by mix- 
ture of one with another, and not 
onely fuffer the Proninces and Cities 
to bee {potted , infeéted, and difho- 
noured with the fin againft Nature, 
but arg fouly ftaind with the vncleane 
blocd of Child-bearing Woemen, 
hauing no feeling or fhame to comit 
Inceft with their owne Daughters, 
from which things weeare wholy 
feperated. 

Moreouer, where hee hath noted 
to vsthe figne ofthis Diuifion, hee 
hath alfo aduertifed vs to bee heed-

greatly fatisfied, in himfelfe; etpeci- 
ally becaufe: hee had beene a Con- 
ductor ofthe Worke: and that hee 
had ginentothe King fuch content- 
ment inthe happy executionand ac- 
complith ment of his charge, and of 
this his felicity,smace great Congratu- 
Jations to the King. Who haning af- 
ter with great diligence wifited this 
interpretatien, and confidered’ the 
profundity of the Senceof the Laws 
maker, which hee admired with an 
slloathhéd regard : hee fayd to De- 
weetrits » how comes it to pafle that

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More, that he hath himfdlfe writ. 
tenand Inregiftred his owne proper 
faults ; and yet more notable, thofe 
of his Honfe ; as of his Brother, Si- 
fter, and Nephews, and the redoubt- 
ableiudgements of G 0 ®’s chaftife- 
sents ard. punifhments of them 
all. 

Of which thirgs, all his People 
were witneffes, innumber more then 
fixe hundred thoufand Terfons: And 
if they could hane contraried him 
for any falfiity,, eyther for the pre- 
fent , or times to come : Jf hee had 
beene, I fay, fuch, as they could 
hane found any bracke in his a@ions, 
orinhis Writings , or falfeneffe in 
eyther his Perfon , or any of his , in 
his Life, and his miracles, in his 
Writingsorend? But ijn the con- 
trary, all the Hebérewes and lewes 
which hanebeene fince thar time, and 
jre now necre 3600. yeares Since; 
znd that are difperfed through all the 
VVorld, who are info greata num- 
ber, that if they were revnited into 
abody of People, and into a State, 
their 
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their multitude fhould be innamera-. 
ble, and might aftonifh the meft. 
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greatelt Nation of the whole Yni- 
uerfe. | 
All thofe, I fay, haue all receiued 


from their Auncient Fathers, from 


their Kings and Princes, and their 
Sacrificators: and Aunceftors, from 
Father to Sonne, and from hand to 
hand, and with an admirable con: 
fent, euenin the middle of {0 many 
confufions and diffipations , haue 
kept, and yet keepealwayes intheir 
Bibles, the Holy V Vritings of M o- 
6 E S,10 their proper Letters, and 
Hebrew. Tongue, as Bookes moft 
True and Veritable , Sacred,and Di- 
uine ; And fuchfo Knewne and Ac- 
kuowledged in all Nations, with the 
excelleat Teftimony ,, Authority, and

Prophets and Apoftles alfoin their 
Writings and Allegations, I, and thi 
moft Auncient Pagans and Strarrzets,
